1 . Applicants' request for reconsideration filed on 1 1/17/2004 has been reviewed. 

Claim Objections 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires the original 
numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution.
